BREWTON, Ala., Jan. 20—-A. 
State Geologist Walter B. Jones 
said Sunday night Alabama's first 
gusher well near here looked like 
a 1,000-barrel-a-day producer of 
high-gravity oil. 

Jones and a consulting geolo- 
gist for Humble Oil & Refining 
Co., predicted that this south Ala- 
bama and northwest Florida area 
would now “get a play” com-/% 
parable to coastal Louisiana and 
Texas. 

(Brewton is 80 miles northeast 
of Mobile and approximately 120 
miles from the Georgia-Alabama 
line.) 

Opening of the new oil field by 
Humble’s discovery well caused a 
ripple of excitement throughout 
nearby towns, and attracted a 
crowd estimated at more than 


5,000. State highway patrolmen 
were called out to direct traffic.

Truman New Tax 


Chances Wobbling

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20— 
President Truman’s budget for 


the fiscal year starting July 1, 
expected to run to more than 
$82,000,000,000, reaches the 
Congress Monday with the 
prospect that, despite economy 
moves, it will fare better than 
the accompanying request for | 
about $5,000,000,000 in new’ 
taxes. 

Opposition to higher taxation, 
mounting steadily in both parties, 
gained impetus from the fact the 
President’s program, not yet pub- 
lic in detail, does not propose 
enough in the way of new taxes 
to eliminate an indicated deficit 
on June 30, 1953, of $12,000,000,- 
000. 

Members of Congress, who re- 
ceived the President’s annual ec- 
onomic report last Wednesday, 
have a pretty clear picture of 
what he will say in his budget 
message Monday when they get 
their first look at the five-pound, 
two-ounce budget proper. 

Rep. John W. McCormack of 
Massachusetts, Democratic House 
leader, conceded Sunday that, 
while he thought the administra- 
tion was right in asking for more 
taxes, he was “frank in stating 
that I doubt if a majority of the 
members of Congress will vote 
for additional taxes.”

ATLANTA MAN REVIVED AFTER HEART STOPPED 


Howard S. Walker smiles after operation 
Surgery Saves Atlantan 
After His Heart Quits

An Atlanta man whose heart stopped beating during a 
routine examination of his bronchial tubes at Georgia Bap- 
tist Hospital was revived by a quick-thinking surgeon who 
hastily cut open the patient’s chest and massaged the heart 


until it was beating normally again. 
Hospital officials, who disclosed 


the story of the dramatic revival 
Sunday, said the man actually was 
“dead” for two and a half min- 


utes. 
The patient, Howard S. Walker, ' 
47, of 630 Hightower Rd., N. W..,|

We’ve got to examine 
it very carefully, and some com- 
mitteemen are proposing numer- 
ous changes.” 

The military pay hike would go 
to the more than 3,700,000 per- 
sons expected to be in the active 
forces of the Army, Air Force, 
Navy and Marines during the next 
year, as well as to retired per- 
sonnel. 

It passed the House by a top- 
heavy 269 to 89 vote. 

Senator Hurt (Dem., Wyo.), a 
member of the armed services 
group which is considering the bill, 
said some senators are concerned 
because so much of the increase 
goes to generals and other high- 
ranking officers. 

“There are also suggestions that 
it be amended to provide special 
combat pay for the men who are 
actually fighting in the front lines 
without extra compensation,” he 
said. 

Under the flat-rate increase ap- 
proved by the House, an Army 
private would get $7.50 on top of 
his present $75 monthly pay while 
generals would gain $100 or more 
monthly, |

BONN, Jan. 20—Beneath the rather glittering surface of Western 
Germany's economic strength, her sound currency and her favorable 
trade balance lies a serious strain of poverty and hard times. 
One and three-quarter million 


persons are unemployed. Some 20 
per cent of the population 
drawing pensions of one kind or 
another, placing more than one- 
third of the nation on the dole. 
More than a quarter of a million 
persons live in barracks or quon- 


set huts. 

Many German families cannot 
affort a meat—not even sausage— 
on week days. The practice is 
widespread of eating cereal for 
supper to cut down on bread and 
butter consumption. Real coffee 
is served for holidays and cake 
and cocoa are rare treats. 


GRIM ASPECT 


This is the grim, often unpub-

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Plain Facts About the University 


The University of Georgia observes the 
167th anniversary of the granting of its 
charter Jan. 27. Although it is an occasion 
of which to be proud, there are some things 
concerning the University about which we 
need to acquaint ourselves. 

Despite the many reasons for pride, the 
University still lacks the necessary financial 
support from the State of Georgia and its 
citizens to fulfill the functions needed and 
demanded of it. Faced with a steadily grow- 
ing enrollment, which President Aderhold 
estimates will reach 10,000 by 1960, the Uni- 
versity’s plant facilities, library, research op- 
portunities, and faculty are far below the 
standards of other similar Southern insti- 
_ tutions. 

In his annual report, President Aderhold 
reveals some of the fine accomplishments as 
well as the problems facing the institution at 
Athens. Of all Southern universities, Geor- 
gia’s ranks at the bottom of the list in the 
value of plant facilities per student. The 
comparative figures range from $6,751 at 
North Carolina State to $2,646 at Athens. 

The University of Georgia’s plant evalua- 
tion is given as $12,172,490. North Carolina 


State’s at $25,000,000, and the University of | 


Florida’s at $34,016,152 illustrate how far be- 
, hind our own institution lags. 
- - a 


A survey by the United States Office of 
Education in 1940 valued the University of 
Georgia’s physical plant at $8,442,927 with an 
enrollment at 3,688. During the same year, 
the University of Florida’s plant was valued 
in the survey at $8,982,031, with an enroll- 
ment at 3,456. And yet today, Florida has an 
enrollment of 9,001 and a physical plant 
valued at $34,016,154! Georgia’s currept en- 
rollment is 4,600. 

Florida’s appropriation for the institution 
at Gainesville is reported to be greater than 
that for the entire University System of Geor- 
gia—including Georgia Tech. 

As to library and research facilities, Geor- 
gia lags there, too. Of 22 leading Southern 
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The Parole Board 
Makes a Good Report 


All Georgians will receive satisfaction out 
of the report by the pardon and parole board. 
The figures contained therein reveal the per- 
centage of rehabilitated parolees in 1951 to be 
far ahead of any previous year and above 
the national average. 

The board paroled 921 persons, 10 per 
cent more than in 1950, and approximately 
97 per cent achieved “proper adjustment 
without further violation of laws,” the report 
says. The national average runs only 90 per 
cent, 4 per cent above Georgia's best year 
until now. 

No pardons were mrented in 1951—an- 
other significant fact. Chairman Ed Everett 
and members Charles Pannell and Mrs. Re- 
becca Rainey deserve full credit for the suc- 
cess of their efforts. 

Time was when Georgia’s prison system 
ranked with the worst in the nation, the 
pardon and parole racket was a cutthroat 
business matter wherein the worst criminals 
were freed if they could produce the money. 
We hope those days are behind us forever. 

Georgia wants to reclaim prisoners for 

- productive society, to return them to useful 
lives instead of condemning them as perma- 
nent wards of the state. We also wish to 
avoid returning hopeless criminals to free- 
dom to continue their preying upon society.

The New Attack 
On Old Disease 
Progressive states and cities throughout 

the United States have recognized alcoholism 
as a public health matter. The Georgia Gen- 
eral Assembly has done ‘so in setting up the 
Georgia Commission on Alcoholism, recog- 
nizing the problem as one of public health 
and public responsibility. 

_ On Friday the commission sponsored a 

on 


institutions, the library at Athens ranks eigh- 
teenth.

The University of Georgia will serve Geor- 
gia in proportion to the support given it by 
the people. During 1950-51 there were stu- 
dents from 158 Georgia counties, 42 states, 
and 14 foreign countries enrolled in the fol- 
lowing schools and colleges: College of Agri- 
culture, School of Forestry, Business Admin- 
istration, Law, Journalism, Home Economics, 
Pharmacy, Arts and Sciences, Veterinary 
Medicine, and the Graduate School. 


Tuition and other fees at Athens are higher 
than other state universities in the South, to 
make up for small appropriations. In some 
instances, Georgia students can attend these 
other universities at less expense. In his re- 
port, President Aderhold says that “the state 
should move as rapidly as possible toward 
elimination of all or most all tuition and fee 
charges.” Only 20 per cent of Georgia’s high 
school graduates attend college, he points out, 
whereas education surveys estimate that at 
least 50 per cent of the nation’s high school 
graduates could profit by a college education. 

To take care of an enrollment of 10,000 by 
1960 in Athens (the anticipated normal 
growth after studying population trends) an 
investment of $30,000,000 in physical facili- 
ties will be required. Also recommended is 
an annual increase of $2,000,000 for research 
which President Aderhold estimates will “re- 
pay this investment tenfold to the taxpayers 
of Georgia.” 


Moves are being made to make up these . 


deficiencies at the University. They should 
not be delayed. Other state institutions have 
similar problems, but development programs 
should be on a basis of comparative need and 
in proportion to the importance of the in- 
stitutions. If Georgia is to grow and pros- 
per, its citizens must accept the responsibility 
of providing the trained leaders necessary to 
do the job.

The Georgia symposium was another step 
toward bringing the public to a better under- 
standing of the new approach to a solution 
of alcoholism, another of the diseases which 
menaces society.

For a Narcotics Racket 


When the recent revelations of narcotics 
addiction among teen-agers shocked Atlan- 
tans, we took comfort In the belief that noth- 
ing like this existed or could exist here. We 
were fairly certain there was no widespread 
use of marijuana or any of the other drugs 
which had victimized thousands of young- 
sters in our more populous areas. 

Today we are not so sure. Six Fulton 


' County school youths were detained Thurs- 


day afternoon and were found to be “drunk” 
from “reefer smoking.” Others who have 
been detained give us plenty of reason to 
believe that there is a growing narcotics 
racket, following the same pattern as in other 
cities, in victimizing teen-agers ,springing up 
here. 

Action by the Legislature to strengthen 
our state narcotics laws should be coupled 
with co-operation from all law enforcement 
agencies—state and federal—to track down 
those guilty of fostering this most horrible of 
crimes among our young people. It. must be 
stamped out immediately, before we, too, find 
that they have made victims out of hundreds 
of our teen-agers, promoting the.crime and 
dereliction which accompanies narcotics ad- 
diction.

Taft, Ike Backers 
Avoiding Clash 


WASHINGTON—Like the initial round of a 
major prize fight, the two leading contenders for 
sie the Republican presidential nomination—Eisen- 
hower oe Taft—are carefully feeling each other out at this stage 
of the preconvention campaign, with neither apparently yet will- 
ing to invite a close-in elash that might produce a decisive blow. 
We see evidence of this in the reluctance of Senator Taft to en- 
ter his name against General Eisenhower in the first of the state 
preferential primaries to be held in New Hampshire. Also in the an- 
nounced decision of Eisenhower managers not to enter the general's 
name against Taft in the Illinois primary. 


The two camps were obvious- 
ly guided by the same consid- 
erations in deciding not to in- 
vite an open contest over the 
selection of delegates from these 
states. For one side to suffer a 
bad defeat at the polls early 
in the game might be disastrous 
to its cause. 


The Eisenhower managers 
were careful te pick New 
Hampshire as the first testing 
ground of the general’s 
strength, not only because it 
is one of the early primary 
states, but because practically 
all of the Republican organi- 
zation leaders there are back- 
ing Eisenhower for the party 
nomination. The list includes 
Gov. Sherman Adams, Sena- 
tor Tobey, the twe congress- 
men from the state, and a host 
of others. Senator Bridges has 
been put on the fence some- 
what by the action of the Taft 
people in electing him miner- 
ity leader of the Senate. 


With the cards stacked against 
him there as they apparently 
are, Senator Taft naturally did 
not want to put himself up to be 
knocked down. It would be a 
bad psychological blow to his 
candidacy to be defeated by 
Eisenhower in New Hampshire, 
even though the number of dele- 
gates involved, about eight, 
was t. 

The same situation applies in 
reverse in Illinois. There the 
Republican organization, topped 
by the powerful Chicago Trib- 
une, which is usually the mouth- 


piece for GOP affairs in the 
state, is wholeheartedly support- 
ing the Ohio senator. 

If reports of Senator Taft's 
present strength are true, the 
general’s political managers may 
be making a serious mistake in 
not challenging the Taft candi- 
dacy wherever an opportunity 
is offered at the polls. Therein 
would seem to lie Eisenhower's 
main hope of capturing the 
nomination. 

Something less than half of 
the delegates to the GOP na- 
tional convention wil] be se- 
lected by the primary route. All 
of the polls show that while 
Eisenhower is the popular fa- 
vorite among the rank and file 
of the voters Taft is receiving 
the overwhelming backing of 
the organization leaders—na- 
tional committeemen, state 
chairmen and the like. The lat- 
ter are the people who usually 
control the selection of dele- 
gates in non-primary states. 

To overcome the advantage 
which Taft holds with this or- 
ganizatiorY group, Eisenhower 
will have to go out and win 
decisively in the preferential 
primaries if he is to influence 
the selection of delegates in 
other states. He will have to 
show the organization crowd 
that the voters really want him. 

By steering clear of the Illi- 
nois primary he has more to 
lose than Taft has in avoiding 
New Hampshire. The Eisen- 
hower managers will have to be- 
stir themselves more if they 
are to make any real progress.

The Forgetting Has Been Complete

War II, and we'd forgive the Russians tomorrow if they’d discard 
their petulanc disposition and walk away. To forgive is a virtue. 
But we forget too easily. 

Perhaps in basketball’s case, the forgetting is good. The 
season opened in cember and has mushroomed into another 
gate success at the centers where the game is a first-class sport. 
Even otf-the-campus games have that other foot out of the 
grave. At Madison Square Garden, where the finger. of sus- 
picion threatened to kill off the game, 15,000 came out to see a 
double-header last week featuring New York U. and St. Louis. 
Kentucky packed in 8,000 as it played an undistinguished Geor- 
gia team in Louisville recently. The game is on its feet and do- 
ing well. The forgetting has been done well. 

This is, in a way, a testimonial to basketball, and to a game 
born and bred in our own back yards. There is no one institution 
and no one man who is so dominating a figure that the game cannot 
stand the loss and move ahead without perceptible loss of a charac- 
ter. In the wake of the fix, such onetime powers as City College of 
New York anc Long Island ‘University were left in the dump. CCNY | 
struggles on with a “student” team. LIU has given up the game 
completely. 


Football Has Been Caught in the Reaction 


The sins of the individuals have in no way reduced the citizen's 
love for the game. Actually, football has suffered more from the 
backwash of the fixes than basketball under direct attack. The dis- 
covery of such goings-on in basketball directed the piercing eye of 
suspiciun 2n football, fof.a game doing.so much business must surely 
have a few sores itself, the reasoning went. 

Academic weaknesses have been turned up, but the maiming 
disease that the probers looked for hasn’t. Still, everybody goes on 
plying the patient with medicine. 

This sorry turn in basketball should not lead to a whole- 
sale condemnation of athletes as a race. There have been moral 
weaklings before and there will be more to come. This may be 
a cockeyed way of looking at it, but it represents to me a shock- 
ing turn among the gambling breed. There was once honor 
among gamblers. The true gambler would rather have died than 
participate in a fix.

them on cruises. It must be 
remembered, however, that the 
last thing that one should do, 
of course, is to cultivate good 
manners as a matter of mone- 
tary speculation. 


TRIBUTE IS REWARD 


When there is a cash reward 
for good manners in some way 
or another, it should come as a 
tribute and as a distinction.

Home-frozen French Fries 


Avoid Last Minute Rush 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 


French-fried potatoes, frozen and held in home food freezers 
for short periods of not more than two months, compare favorably 
with freshly fried potatoes. This fact is the result of some research 
conducted by the Bureau of Human Nutrition and Home Economics, 


U. S. Department of Agriculture. 


French fries are always pop- 
ular but require time and atten- 
tion during the last minutes be- 
fore a meal when women are 
usually busy with other food 
preparation. If you have a quick 
freezer in your refrigerator or a 
separate. food freezer, why not 
cook the French fries ahead of 
time and freeze them until need- 
ed. Best results are obtained if 


the potatoes are cooled imme- 
diately after cooking, then 
packed into moisture-vapor- 
proof containers, and frozen im- 
mediately. 


HERE’S A THOUGHT PRO- 
VOKER: Life cannot go on with- 
out the mineral iodine and yet 
it is estimated that during a life- 
time one needs only one-thou- 


* sandth of an ounce.
